There are,few mothers who 
would haye handled this situa- 
tion as“expertly. The general 


tendency would be to. belittle 
What the child feels and convey 
to him by one’s manner, or in 
so many words, that he was be- 
having ridiculously. No child 
wants to appear foolish. Being 
a child is reason in itself for 
having a sense of i..feriority, 
without our adding fuel to this 
flame. Such mismanagement 
will bring out in the child an 
impulse to show us that he has 
power. And what child doesn't 
lealize that by making a nuis- 
ance of himself he can control 
the situation? 


Behind a child’s action or 
mood is a reason, regardless of 
whether we can fathom: it or 
whether he can xwemember it 
himself at the time. Also, what- 
ever the reason, it must have 
been important to have had this 
effect. For instance. a child who 
gives another a black eye, didn’t 
do it for the fun of it. Remem- 
ber he was risking getting a 
black eye or worse himself; that 
he must have been worked up to 
an angry pitch. Therefore, no 
matter how you judge a child's 
actions. respect the reason that 
led to it. In a word, punish him 
if necessary, but always talk it 
over man to man first.

I know of very few girls 
in factories, stores or offices who 
make $75 a month over their 
living expenses, and such com- 
pensation is by no means un- 
usual among the culinary queens 
of this broad nation. It is a 
mistake to assume that mis- 
tresses ‘‘sass the cook."’ They do 
not. They are jolly well afraid 
she will quit if they step on her 
toes.
